THE PLAGUE WORKERS. 


PUBLIC MEETING AT THE CITY HALL 


The public meeting, convened by request by. 
Mr. E. J. Ackroyd, the Acting Chief Justice, to 
decide upon steps to be taken for recognizing the 
services rendered to the community by the 
volunteers who wrestled with death fn the ali 
of the Colony during the prevalence ofthe 
was held in St. Andrew's Hall, City Hall, at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. His Excellency the 
Gavernor presided, and there were also present

Justice said he was qulté sure everyone would 
heartily endorse the actlon of the Committee in 
asking ‘his Excellency the Governor to take the 
chafr on this occaston, and he would therfore 
formally move that Sir William Robinson take 
the chalr (Applause). é 

His. Exceliency—Gentiemen, Tam much 
obliged to you for asking me to take the chair on 
this interesting eccasion, We, are me: this after. 
noon as you know to. consider the steps which 
should be taken to recognise the gallant an? 
noble efforte.of those- volunteers, militazy, naval, 
police, and’ Jay, who offered thelr aervices 
unreservedly, and with such great effect, when 
the plague broke out, I do not intend to 
intrench upon the able and eloquent speeches 
which T have no doubt we ‘shall hear from the 
gentlemen on elther side of me, J am glad to 
ste so many here thts afterncon—gentlemen 
who I feel sure will delight in doing honour to 
those to whom bonsur, great honour, Is due 
(Hear, hear), The first resolution, which will be 
moved by the Acting Chief Justice, Is as follows : 
—That this meeting do resolve that the ser- 
vices rendered to this community dpring the 
recent plague by those who assisted are worthy 
of oublle recognition ” ; 

The Acting Chief Justlce—Your Excellency 
and gentlemen, I have much pleasure in 
responding to the call of your Excellency In 
moving the first resolutien, which hes just been 
placed hefore you.. The facts connected with the 
recent plague and the services which have been 
rendered to the colony in connection with thie 
outbreak are still fresh in your minds, but 
perhaps you will permit me, for the purposes of 
this resolution, to briefly recall them, At the 
beginning of May last there were ramonrs here 
that a new, and to all a; pearances a deadly, 
disease was raglog in Canton. Enqnirles there 
proved the report to be true, and soon after that 
there were some suspicious deatha ‘In this colony. 
These increased, and on ‘May 11th there was a 
meeting of the Sanitary Board at which 
extraordinary resolutions and exceptional powers 
were taken, and this colony was declared to be 
infected. The Sanitary Board, assisted by Mr. 
May andthe Europeans and police nader him, 
did all‘that they, could then to stop the 

‘progress of the disease, This unfortunately 
was Ineffectual; volunteers were. called 
for, and it was heped that with the advent of the 
ralns we should he able to stamp out the disease, 
Our hed bit by bit, experts were 
obt e recelved assistance from the 
garrison to the extent of 300 volunteers, Notwith- 
standing this the plazue still spread; It took « 
good holdonthe colony, andduring several weeks 
{t taxed the courage, energy, and perseverance 
ofthose who were seeking to combat it. At last, 
through good Providence, we were dellvered from 
ft, I am sure you all’ wish to recognise the 
services of those who assisted the colony In this 
terrible visitation, The General {n command 
acted, I think, as perhaps few would have dore. 
He did not hesitate to take upon himself the 
responsibility of sanctioning the volunteering of 
the military. That responsibility was great, for 
all that we knew of the plague was that {t was a 
deadly disease and nobody could then tell 
whet would be the effect of ft.on these men, 
who would be brought so closely Into contact with 
it, Nor did the responslbility diminish when 
fresh calls were made on the military, nor when 
some of the soldiers had unfortunately fallen 
victims tothe disease,- ‘The G-neral, recognising 
the danger that the colony was In, continued the 
responsibility of allowing the soldiers to go on 
with thelr good work, That responsibility, as I 
have already sald, was great, Fortunately we 
have only had to deplore one death among the 
wolonteers, but if there bad bern a greater 
mortality, the General would have been severely 
blam:d by bis superiors 
always ready ta critlcis 
of others, without doing anything themselves to 
help their fellow-creatares In moments of difficulty 
The efforts of General Barker, I 

. ) will not go unrewarded, I think 
I should next mention the services rendered by 
the officers and soldiers of the. Shronshire 
Regiment, by several officers of the Royal 
Engineers, and by other members ‘of the 
Garrison. Whatever they did was essentially 
volunteer service, They are not, strictly speak - 
ing, of us; they are here to-day and gone to- 
morrow, . Byt as soon as they saw they could be 
of use, and recoguised the colony mas Ln danger, 
they readily and willingly came forward to help.
